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Responsive to the Office Action mailed September 5, 2001, applicants elect the invention 
of Group I (i.e., claims 1-9, 16-18 and 21-^5, as explained herein) without traverse.

Applicants have elected the claims of Group I. Substantive examination of the application 
is requested. With respect to claims 21- 25, these claims were presented in a Preliminary 
Amendment accompanying the application upon filing. The fee for these additional claims was paid 
at that time. Claims 21-25 depend from the elected claims of Group I, and are similarly drawn to 
methods of nucleic acid hybridization. Applicants have attached a copy of the Preliminary 
Amendment to this Response, and ask that claims 21-25 be entered at this time.
